DISEASE. 

Accoi'diog to the Latest published .statistics, the estimated number of Cattle iti Trelaud 
;u die year 1898 was 4,486,24*2, being an iuercuse of 21,368 as compared with the 
number for the ytmr 1397. 

It is gratifying to be able to stats that no outbreak of any contagious Cattle disease 
laentioned m the Diseases of Animals Acts occurred during 1898 in the Irish herds. 


PLEUKO-PNEUMOhnA. 

The country has h.appily been free from contagious Plcuro-Pneumonia for over nix 
veai'S, no outbretik having taken place since September, 1892. No ca.se of Pleiiro- 
Piieuinonia has been reported in Great Britain for over a year ; <and there seems to be 
^ood reason to believe that thi.^j insidious disease which for a long series of j'eara 
cau.sed such -nidespread los.s to Ownca-s of Cattle, and especially to Owner.s of Dairy 
.Stock, has at length been eradicated from the United Kingdom. 

This satisfactory result has been attained within a eom[>aratively limited period, a.s 
the >Statute under which the Central Authorities were first enabled to effectively deal 
with PlciirO'Piicuiuoiua did not come into force until 1st September, 1890. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 

No outbreak of Foot-aud-Mouth Disease has occurred in Ireland since the year 1884. 
During the year 1898 thirteen reports were received of the alleged occurrence of ca.sss 
of Foot-aiid-Mouth Disease in different parts of the country. These reports were duly 
investigated, but the existence of the disease was not confirmed in a single instance. 


SWINE FEVER. 

Further jirogress has been made during the year in the difficult task of suppressing 
Swine Fever. Thi.s work was undertaken by the Veterimary Depai'tment at the close 
of the year 1S93. There 1ms been a steady declme in the number of outbreaks of the 
disease during each year since.

‘2,698 reports of supposed cases of Swine Fever were received during the j’ear, cand 
^•ere investigated by Veterinary Inspectors employed by the Department. The 
'-■sistenee of the disease was confirmed in 319 of these cases after the usual examination 
by the Profe.ssional Officers of the viscera of the dead or slaughtered Swiue forwarded 
to the Departmental Laboratoiyas test cases by the District Inspectors in accovdauco 
with the established procedure. 

In connexion with the 319 confirmed outbreaks, 4,030 Swine w’ere slaughtered. 689 
of these proved on po.st-mortem examination to have been affected with the disease.

importation of Swine fi>r breeding pm]>oses from healthy districts, subject to certaii 
regulations desi^rned to sufegiiavd the Swine against the risk of intection while inti-aiiHt. 
atid al-^o subject to i|uarautiiie tor a specitied period after arrival at their destination in 
Ireland. . , , 

I)urin>'‘ the year 126 Swine were iui[>ortcd fvi>ui different localities in Great Britain, 
and it is satisfacciwv to find tliat no outbreak of Swine Fever has siil)sec|uently been 
traced to these importations. 


R.IBTES. 

Prior to the 1st July, 1S97, iio concerted nioo.siires were taken for the suppression </ 
llahies. The matter mainlv restc-d with tlie numerous Local Authorities under varicu.'* 
St;itutf‘s. will >se action, liowever well intentioned, lacked co-operation and unifonnitv, 
and ]>r«»vod entirely inelfective in reducing the disease which was widely spread. 

Aecrdingly, in 1897 it was decided to p«iss a general Order under the Diseases nf 
Animals Acts, requiring tlic muiiy.ling of dogs on public places ; and at the same tiine 
iiKiiv demiite and stringent regulation.s wore made for the .seizure, dcteutioii, and 
disposal of stray ummizzled dogs, and also for the isol.-ition of animals suspected uf 
Laving in any way been exposed to the infection of llabies. 

These jirovi-sioiis came into force on 1st July, 1897, and have been attended witli 
good result.s. 

A comparison of the outbreaks during the years 1807 and 1893, respectively, is 
interesting. The tigure.s are : —

It will thus be seen that the number of cases for the xvlmh year 1898 was consider^ 
aUy less than that for the last half-ijctr of 1897, and over GO per cent, less than in the 
first Imlf-yeav of 1897. 

Uuring the year ISiib, G58 cases of supposed Puibies were reported by the Police, 
whicli were July invjisrigated by the Veterinary Inspectors of the Local Authorities, 
and also by the Departuiental Veterinary Inspectors, whenever there was any ground 
for suspecting the existence of the disease. 

In 127 instances the heads ot suspected animals were forwarded to Dublin for 
esj^erimental investigation by the eiuitieut Pathologist specially engaged by the 
Department ior that purpose, with the result that liabies was oonfiruied in 57 of 
these cases. It. may hu mentioned that experimental investigations fc»r Rabies began 
under arrangements made by the Department in July, 1895. Since then 32S investi- 
galions have been made, and in 182 eases the existence of Rabies was established. 

Out ot the total number of G58 cases of alleged Rabies inquired into during 1898, only 
132 have been i-ocordcd as Rabies. Of these iOO were dogs, 43 of which were stray dog-5, 
W'hose owner.s were m.>t traced. Tlie remaining 32 cases occurred in cattle and otber 
animals which had been bitten. In one instance the rabid animal was a cat. 

During the year 5,495 stray or unmuzzled dogs were seized by the Police. 4^364 ot 
these were destroyed ; 393 were claimed by their owners; 620 were sold, 56 died, 
und the remainder were still under detention at the close of the year. 574 dogs were 
also killed as having been bitten by or in contact with rabid or suspected dogs. 

It is a lamentable filet in the history of llabies for the year that five persons bitten by 
rabid dogs died ofhydrophobia. 

As a precaution against the introduction of Rabies from abroad, the importation ui 
dogsirom any foreign country was prohibited, from 1st September, 1897, by Order 
in Louiicil, e.xcept on the authority of a special licence ivbich contains stringent con- 
ditions as to detention in a specified place for a period of 6 months if considered 
necessary. Similar provisions exist with respect to the landing in Great Britain of dog& 
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from fovoijTJi 82 such dogs wciv importod jiitM fii.-liHiil tluriucr tlu* yofiv, and 

ill nearly all these cases the do^ was laiiiU-d in tile Hist iii>tauec at a BiilUh Pi*rt, and 
was sul'sei|aont!y moved to Irclaud. 

The utility ot the restrictions iinpcised upon the importation of foreign dogs was 
ileinoiistraleil during’ the year 1*\’ the occuiTeiiec ofa case of Ihihies among the degs so 
iuiportfd. Hie inloctcd dog, however, from ihe time ofits arrival in Ireland tiji to the 
(hte on which it tras killed, had heeu carefully isuLited ami kept from coming in contact 
with any other animal, and the spread ufllu' disease in tlie local! tv was tluis ]»reveiited. 

The fact that llabies in Ireland has not hevu limiU' i toemtain cletined localhies, but 
has for many years past been very widely spread over the countrv, has rendered tlie task 
oi'its eradicition extremely arduous. 

From the nature of tlie ease, it is neccs-savily a matter of considerable dittic ulty to 
secure at ail times the thorough enfiirceinetit of ageimral .Muzzling Order. Tiiat the 
Police have not been lax in their duties in emmectiou witli this matter is .shown by the 
fact tli.’it since the Order came into oporation, tlic enormcnis number of 02,073 prose- 
cations liavo taken place for failure to conijily with its ]ivovi.siiins. It is a matter for 
rcgi’ct, Iitiwcver, that in a hu’ge proportimi of the.se case.s the linos imfiased were too 
trivial in amount to act as any etficieiit ileterrent against a repetiti<.ni of the otteuce. 

In the valuable report of the Departmental (.innmitTce uiipointed by the Board of 
Agricuituro in 1 89G to inquire into the working of the laws i-eluliiig to dog.s, nuizzliiig 
was un.-niiniinisly recommemled as imt only an otiiclent, bat as the only uiean.-^ 
piactioahle for tlm extermination ol'Ealdes. The e.vpfci-icimo of tlie Uepartnieiit amply 
coufniiis tills opinion based upon the evidence tendered to the Committee. 

N'>tvvii1istaiiding the dilHculties in the way of eiiibrciiig a general Muzzling Order 
with uniform fetrictnes-s, the jirogres.s made in stain)'iiig out tlie di.sense i.s encouraging, 
and atfbrd.< ground for the hope that by continuing for some time to como the appli- 
catiou of the regulations for muzzling and ibr the seizure and deteutltm of straj' or 
unmuzzled dogs, as well as by cartful and vigilant dealing with each outbreak of the 
disease as it occurs, Ireland will be tinally frood from tlio ravages of Rabies. 


GLANDERS. 

This dangerous disease doe.s not prevail to any extent in Ireland. Only G outbreaks 
occurred in the entire country in 1898. Four ol these wei-e in the t-'ity of Belfast, and tho 
affected horses in three instances belonged to hackney car owners. 

A tew years ago certain outbreaks of Glanders in Ireland were traced to hoi*ses 
brought from districts in Great Britain where GlauJers had prevailed to a cousidomble 
extent, and it is probable that the Belfast outbreaks in 1 898 originated in the same 
wav. 

The local authorities promptly dealt with the outbreaks which occurred in thoir 
districts, and it is hoped that theii' efforts have been ngain successful in stamping out 
the disease. 


SHEEP-BCAB. 

This disease has beeu prevalent during the year. ‘G.OGl ca.ses were reported, as 
cornered with 4,859 in 1897, 4,869 in 1SD6, 4.899 in 1805. juuI 6,597 in 1894. 

The returns furnished do not, however, it is believed, accurately represent eitlier the 
actual number of cases of the disease that occurred or the extent of its distiibution. 

Concealment of disease undoubtedly frequently occurs either through (-’arelessness or 
wilful neglect on the part of sheej) owners. 

In a large number of cases the disease was disct»vered by the police or by the 
inspectors of the Local Authorities in going through then districts, and many owners 
were prosecuted for neglect to notify the existence of the disease among them flocks. 

bheep owners too often regard with comparative indifference the appearance of the 
disease among their sheep. Instances have come under notice in which the disease has 
lingered tor very long periods on farms owing to the culpable neglect of the ownere to 
apply suitable remedial measures. 

In December last a new Order in Council, which is printed in this return, was passed 
for the purpose of enabling the Local Authorities to deal more comprehensively with 
this disease than was the case jireviously. 
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\y\i\e u..wer^, :ivc cnfcired upon tlie inspeetois of the Local Authorities for secmiiiif 
the detention an.l isnlation of atfected or suspected sheep and of sheep exposed t,, 
infection, and also for the coiniiulsuiT t' eatiiient of diseased sheep m a systematic a'ul 

rouul ir manner. . • r i.i j 

'l’<u* slioit a tiuio lias, lioivever. elap.sed since the passing of the Order to enable a 
velialjle jufly'i'ient to he yet funned as to the result of its operation. 


AN13IAL EXPOLTS AND IMPORTS. 


Tile usual detailed tables of the animals exported from and imported into Irelaml 
diirhux the tear are given. 

8Uo,3()i2 eattle. S3d,-l.hS sheep, and 538,785 swine were exported to Great Britaiu 
dtiriiicc the year. 

All the-'ie aiiinials wove subjected to inspection by the Departmental VetennaTy 
Inspectors stailuiied at the Irish ports, and were certified to be free from any of the 
diseasc-s falling within the scope of the .Acts mid Orders in Oouneil before being allowed to 
be shipjicd. 

Tilts hiS[>(-ction lias been carried out for many year.s. 

Tliejitiiiiiai inijuivts were romparatively .small, consisting chiefly of sheep. 421 cattle, 
12h swiiie, and 24.b10shoep were iinpnrtcd. 

'J'liesi-> animals were subjected to vuterinaiy e.xaniinatioii at tlie poit of entiy in 
Ireland, and l.'eing found free iVoin disease were allowed to be lauded. 

•Sheep Scah wiis only dctectetl in one consignment forwarded from England, and the 
sheep Were sent back tii the poit of shipment. 


TRANSIT. 

The supervision of the various arrangements in connection with the transit of aninuls 
by land and sea engaged close attention during the year. Frequent visits were made 
by the travelling inspectors to the .several ports at which animals intended for e.x.porta- 
tion are kept, and to the I'ailw.iy statir>ns, for the purpo.se of ascertaining in wlmi 
inannm' the ]>rovisions of the Order in Council relating to animal transit were carried 
out by the I'espmisililo persons and companies, and to report cases of neglect or default. 
Many ca.se.s of injuries or dentlis of animals during their journey by rail or sea formed 
tlie sulijoi-t of inquiry. 

Numerous visits were made to fairs in diftevent parts of the country. The presence 
• if the travelling insi>t‘ctors at cattle loading bank.s at railway .stations on the occasion 
of large fairs at the neighhouring town.s has frequently proved of much value ia 
preventing cruelty and overcrowding. The police have reiidei-ed valuable and efficient 
aid ill stoiipiiig iuineees?nry beating and ill-usage of animals both at loading stations 
and at fairs. 

Ill too many of the country towu.s the cattle fairs are unfortunately held in the public 
streets — .a oustuin which canimt be too stronglv condemned, not only on sanitary 
grounds, but on acciiLiut of the injurious treatment to which animals are subjected in 
consc-quonce of the great ob.struction to tj-atlic which occurs in the public thoroaghfiwes, 
and tiio entire ahstmee of proper facilities for penning and separating the various 
hits from each other. 

The regulations in the Transit Order in regard to clean.sing and disinfection seem on 
the whole to have been fairly observed. In.staucesof neglect brought under the notice 
of the Dejiartmont by the Inspeetois were at once referred to the Companies coucenied, 
Avho, as a general rule, showed a readiness to adopt such measures as would tend to 
prevent cause fur further complaint. AYhere the Department in the last resort 
reluotautly felt compelled to institute legal proceedings, the I'esult was in its favour 
and jienalties were inflicted. 

It is only right to .say that during the year alterations and improvements have beea 
made in nmiu instances at Railway Stations used lor animal traffic as regards water 
supply, ptms. and loading appliances. 
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si.lvjiuoc lias ill umiiy vesjjer.ts taken })la.re in the system un.lcr uliich the- nievc-iiK-nt <»f 
ftfiiuials is eroded ti’om theiv lioinesteads in Ireland to tht-ir linal ]»laee ul’ ilestiimtii'ii 
in Great Britain, a "ood ckta! still remains tu he aeceuinlisliul hofi-vo the iiiuio eoiujilete 
and satisfactory conditions of nuiuiul trausitdeuuiiided hy the higher stamlanl of hmmmo 
atul eul'ghteucJ Diod'^ni opiniou can be adei.uately attained. 

In last year's llotuni refereneo \va.= iiimle to the oiivum.stmuo that a L»e[jai tiuental 
Ci>aimitte 0 on which Ireland wa.s represented, had licen apnnimed hv the B*i«ril of 
J^ieiictilture of Great Britain to inquire into the comlition.s nnd.r which the uniisit <*f 
aeimals by road nr rail was being coiuluetod. and to consider whnt luvilier mensiiivs, if 
ativ, could with advantage he taken, either liy legislation or otherwise-. t > |ir.>teei them 
froin suffering ainl to ensure their ilelivory in the bo-.-^t possible eomUtion. 

The llcpoit of the Ounimittec, which was i.-sned in the course "f the year t8!>S, 
contains many valuable reevumnendations. and the ijuoitii .n of the best iiK-atis of giving 
fffect to their suggestions is under c-ousiileration. 

Meantime the Department issued a jireliminary Clivulnr in ■December, ISOS, ti» the 
Ilaiiwav Coinpnnie.s, drawing tlieir attention tij the roeommeinhition.s in the Ue]iovt 
and speeifioftlly referring to certain improvements wliich, in the view of tiic Uepnvtment, 
n.t<|uii’e 1 early attention on tlic pait of the Companies. 

A' copy of the Circular is printed in the lleturn. 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 

Since the year 1878, the Local Authoriiies in Ireland for the purposes of the Act.s 
passed from time tu time relating to Ihscases of Animals, Imvo been tlio Boards of 
Guardians of the Bcveral Poor Law Unions, cLe District of each Local Authority 
being the entire Poor Law Union. 

Under the provisions of tlio Local Government (Ireland) Act, 18US (61 and G'2 '\*iet., 
ch. 37), the business of the Guardians as Local Authority under the Disosuscs of 
Animals Act, 1834, will, on the 1st of April, ISi'P, be tiansfcircd to tJie Council of 
L-ach County and County Borough, and the District of the new L.ocal Autliorlty will in 
each case be the administrative County. 

riie number of Districts will consequently be reduced from 159 tr> 39.

"WE, the Lords Justices-General and General 
Governors of Ireland, hy and with the advice and

atul arbitnition. 

(iv.) If a higher valuation is awarded than the 
valuation made by the Local Authority, then the 
L'>&il Authority shall i>ny the cost of the reference 
ami award and all costs incurred by the owner with 
r«|>ec{ to the arbitration when ascei-tained, but other- 
wise the costs of the reference and award .anti all costs 
incurred by the Local Authority witli lesjiect to the 
arbitration when oscerttriued as aforesaid may bo 
detluctcd by the LociJ Authority from tlio stun 
pa.vulilc to the owner os conj)>cnsation under tlie 
award. 

■ Withhuldimj of Compensation. 

20- — (1.) A Local Authority may, if they think fit, 
withhold, either wholly or partially, ooniiiensjititm in 
respect of a horse, ass, or mule slaughtered by their 
order under this Order, where the animal was in their 
opinion <liseased at the time of its l)eing brought into 
their district. 

(2.) A Local Authority before determining, under

Record of Sla%ighter.

Disposal of Carcases. 

22. — (1.) 'Phe carcase of evciy horse, ass, or male 
that was dLseased at the time when it died or v» as 
sl.aughtoreil shall be disposed of by the Local Authority 
as follows :

Lieutenant, or other place »c approved, and 
shall be there destroyed by exposure to a high 
temperature, or by cheruical agents. 

(2.) TTitli a view to the execution of the foregoing 
pi'ovi.sious of this Article the Local Aiiihority mar 
make such Regulations ns they tliinJc fit for proliilniiug 
or regiil.atiiig the rcranval of any c.ui ca.sf-, or for securing 
the burial or Uesti-uction of the sjiuie : Provideil that 
tlie jxjwer to make Regulations un-ler ibis Article 
sb.'il) be exercised only by the Local Authority or their 
Executive Committee and sluill not be deputed to any 
other Committee or Sub-Coinmictee.

24. Where an Ius]>ector of a Local Autliority finds 
glanders or farcy in his District, he shall forthwith 
make a retuni thereof to the Local Autluirity and to 
the Clerk of the Council. Vet-erinary Department, 
Privy Council OIHch, Dublin Castle, on n form pro- 
vided by the Privy Council, with all particulars 
tliereiii i-equu’ed, and shall continue to so make a 
return thereof on the Saturday of every week until 
the disease has ceased. 

General Proi'istoji-s as to Regulations of Local

(i.) that tlie Side is held on n farm or premises uot 
in a Swine-Fever Infectetl Placq; and 
fii.) that no pig on the said farm or premises is 
iiffevted with swiue-fever : and 
(iii.) that each pig e.xposerl at the sale has been on 
the said farm or premises for a period of not less 
than twenty eighi cleiu- days immediately before 
tlie day on which the sate is held ; and 
(iv.) that during that period no pig has been brought 
on to the said faim or premises, and that no pig 
on the said farm or j>remises luts duiing that 
period in any way been exjiosed to the infection 
of a-wine-fever. 

^2.) A Licence of a Local Authm-ity for a sale under

12. A fit jwrson or n suEcient number of fit per- 
sons ahull l>e ii|>|>ointPil by tlic Lx‘;iJ Authority to 
attendat every public sale licensed under this Order, for 
the ]mrpose of granting thereat on behalf of the Local 
Authority without fee or chui^ such Moveineut 
Licences as are required under this Oi-der; and due 
Dotice sliatl l»e given by the Local Anthority of the 
place or places at whicli such persons may he found. 

Gmiitluff of Moremeut Licences. 

13. (1.) A Licence pluill only be granted for the 

movement of swine under this Order where in the 
opinion of the Local Authority or the jjerson granting 
the Licence, as the case may be, the grunting of sucJi 
Licence is necessary oj' exiiedieut. 

{2.) A Movement Licence granted under this Order 
or under any Ilegiilation of a Local Authority under 
this Order shall not be available if granted by the 
owner of the awiue to be movetl or by his agent, or by 
the owner or coiisigurc or otlicr jwreon selling the 
swine, or exposing tJii: swine for Side, or by the pur- 
chaser thereof or by his agent, or by the auctioneer or 
other person conducting or licensed to hold the sale ut 
which the swine am e.'cposcil, or by the occujtier of the 
farm or premises or slatightor-honse from or to which 
the swine are to be moved. 

Production of Licences ; yaws aiid Addresses. 

14. — (1.) Eveiy jicrsou in charge of a pig beiug 
moved, where under this Order or under any Regula- 
tion of a Local Authority under this Order a Move- 
meat Licence is necessary, shall, on demand of a J ustice 
or of an Insjiector or other Officer of the Veterinary 
Departiuem of the Privy Council Office in Ireland, or 
of a Local Authority, or of a Constable, produce and 
show to him the Movement Licence, if any, authoriz- 
ing the movement, -and shall allow it to be read and a 
copy of or extinct fi-om it to bo when by the person 
to whom it is produced.

Delivery of Licences.

(8.) If anything is omitted to be done as legirds 
cleatiKing or dissection in contravention of this 
Oixler, tbe owner and the lessee and the occupier of 
any place in or in respect of which the same is omitted, 
shall, each according to and in lespect of his own acts 
and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act. 

(D.) If any jieveou with a view to unlawfully evade 
or defeat tlie ojici-ation of this Order allows a pig to 
stray, he shall bo deemed guilty of an offence agiunst 
the Act.

CaAPTEK 1.— Ow Vessels. 
rr»vi»i<}nsa'* l» l'>wsel« curru'inj .Inimnls. 

1. Except as otherwise expressed, the provisions of 
this Article sludl apply to aU vessels in or on which 
animals are carried tn or from any {wrt or place in 
Ireland : Provided tiwc the pivivisions of this Article 
shall not apply to foreign animuls, or to vessels on 
which foreign animals ai'e canied. 


(Parts of Vessel to be used.) 

(L) Animals shall not be carried on any hatch 
above a compartment where other animals are 
carried. 

(ii.) Animals shall not be carried in any part of 
the vessel, wliei-e. in ordinary course of navigation, 
they woiilil iiiU'rferc with the pwper inaUi\gKment or 
ventilation of the vessel, or «*ith the efficient working 
of the boats. 


(Pens and Fittings of Vessels.) 

(iii) The animals shall be carried in pens. 

(iv.) No pen shall exceed ten feet in length, and 
nine feet in breadth, and the stanchions of each pen 
shall be securely fastened to the deck by means of 
iron sockets or otherwise, and the materials nsed in 
the construction of the pens shall be of a substantial 
character, and of sufficient ati'ength to withstand the 
action of the weather and to resist the weight of the 
animals thro^vn .against them. This provision (iv.) 
shall not until further Order apply to vessels which at 
the date of this Order are regularly employed in con- 
veying animals other than foreign animals. 

(v.) Ship's fittings likely to cause injury or 
nnneceasary sufTering to animals shall be properly 
and securely fenced off. 

(vi.) Tlie floor of each pen shall, in order to pre- 
vent slipping, bo fitted with suitable battens or other 
proper footholds, which shall be securely fastened to 
tlio deck by angle iron plates or otherwise, and shall 
be strewn with a proper quantity of sand or other 
suitable snbstuuoe. 

(viL) jlnimala while on bo.'ird a vessel shall be 
protected against injury or unnecessary suffering from 
undue exposure to the weather. 


(Passage-Ways.) 

(viii.) In all inclosed portions of the vessel inwhitl; 
aniiunla are cari io'l there shall be a paasage-war of a 
minitmun width of one fuot six iuches from 
hatchway to the most <listnut pen, which passage-WM 
shall be kept free of obatruetion. This proviaon 
(viii) shid) not until further Order apply to vessek 
which at the date of this Order are regularly en. 
ployeti in conveying animals other than foreigi 
uni Dials. 

(Lx.) Wliere sheep arc carried on deck prop?r 
ganirways or jwssage-ways shall be provideu eiiber 
between or above tlio pens in which they are cairied. 

(Ventilutiou.) 

(x.) All parts of the vessel on which animals ar# 
carried shall be sufficiently and suitably vcntilatei 
All such parts if liclow' deck shall, in addition to snj 
ventilation obtained by means of the hatchways be 
provided with sufliciciit and suitable ventilstore for 
the removal of foul air and for the admission of s 
proi>er supply of fresh air to all the animals carriei 

(Light) 

(xi.) All parts of the vessel over which the aaimah 
pass or in which they are penned shall be properly 
ligUtetl, oud arrangements aball be rmule for the pro- 
vision (bt all times of adequate light for the proper 
tending of the animals. 

{ Overcrowding. ) 

(xii.) The vessel ehall not be overcrowded in say 
part or pen so as to cause injury or uuneoessary 
suffering to the animals therein. 

(Food and Water.) 

(xiii.) When animals are carried on a vessel s 
voyage which on an average takes moro than rigfatm 
hours they shall be provided while on board witbs 
sufficient amount of food and water, and proper 
accommodation shall be provided on board for tbe 
stowage of food so that the same shall not be oo- 
duly exjrosed to the weather at sea. 

(Securing of Cattle.) 

(xiv.) All fat cattle while being carried on a vessel 
sht^ be securely tied by tlie head. 


(Approaches, Gangways, and other Apisirstna) 

(xv.) Approaches, gangways, p.assagc-ways, 
and other appamtus used for the loading or unloadi^ 
of animAls on or from a vessel, shall be so oonstnictM 
that injury or unnecessary suffering shall not becaosed 
to the animals. 

(Attendance.) 

(xvL) A vessel on which animals are carried s^h 
in addition to the ordinary crew, carry a sufficien* 
number of qualified attendants to properly tend tte 
animals. 

(Injured Animals.) 

(xvii.) If any animal lias a limb broken or 
wise seriously injured during Uie voyage, the 
of the vessel shall forthwith cause that anun^ 
sliinghterod unless ha is satisfied that it can ^ 
olive and led away without cruelly. 
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(Shorn Sheep.) 

(xviii.) Between each first daf of NoTemberand 
the next following thirtieth day of April (both days 
inclusive), shorn sheep slsall not be carried on deck, 
cxc--|rt- where they wei-e last shorn more than sixty 
days before being so carried. 

(Saving for Ferry Boats, ic.) 

(sis.) The foregoing provisions of this jlrticle 
except as regards ovei-crowding (xii.), and approaches, 
ganaways, and other ai>paratus (sv.), shall not extend 
to finv feny boat or to any vessel used for carrying 
a'jiinals across an arm of the sea, or on a river, canal, 
or other inlnnd water, hut tlie fittings of every such 
boat cr vessel shall be stich as to protect, so far as 
practicable, the animals so carrietl from injury and 
annecessaiy snffei-ing. 

Detention. 

2. Animals landed from a vessel shall, on a certifi- 
ate of an Inspector of the Privy Council certifying 
to the effect that the provisions of this Chapter, or any 
of tliem, have not been observed in tbe vessel, be de- 
tained at the place of landing, or in lairs adjacent 
thereto, xintil the Lord Lieutenant otherwise diiwts. 


Chapter 2. — Food and Water. 

Food and FFarer during Detention. 

3. An Inspector, officer, or constable detaining an 
animal, horse,ass,ormulennderthe Actof 1894, or any 
Order in Council, shall cause it to be supplied with 
refjuisite food and water during its detention ; and the 
expenses incurred by him in j-esi>ect thereof may be 
recoreied summarily from the iwi-son ha^’ing charge 
of the animal, horse, ass, or mule, or from its owner. 


Water at Shipping and Umhipping Place*. 

4. At every place where animals are put on board 
of or landed from vessels, provisiou shall be made, to 
the satisfaction of the Privy Council, for a supply of 
water for animals ; and water shall be supplied there, 
gratuitously, on rwjuest of any person having charge 
of any animAb 

Food at Unshipping Places. 

5. At everyplace where animals are landed from 
vessels provision shall be made, to the satisfaction of 
the Privy Council, for the speedy and convenient land- 
ing of ivnimals, and for a supply of food for them ; 
and food shall be supplied thei'C ou I’equest of any 
l>er6on having chiirge of any animal, at such price aa 
tbe Privy Council approve. 

This Chapter not applicable to Foreign 
Animale, <£'c. 

6. The provisions of this Cha]’ter shall not apply 
to foreign animals, or to vess^s on which foreign 
animals are carried. 


Chapter 3.— Ok Eailwats. 

Trucks, Eorse Boxes, aC-c. 

7. Every railway tnict, borse-lwx, or other railway 
vehicle, used for carrying animals, horses, asses, or 
mules on a r^way : — 


(i.) Shall be provided at each end with two spring 
Viuffers, and 

(ii.) The floor thereof shall, in order to prevent 
slipping, be strewn with a proper quantity of 
litter or sand or other proper substance, or be 
fitted with battens or other jiroper footholds. 

Provided that the requirement (i.) in this Article 
shall not apply to any railway in reg.Trd to wlijcli tbe 
Lord Lieutenant is satisfied tliat one spring buffer is 
sufficient at each end of any niilway truck, horse-box, 
or other railway vehicle uae<l for earryiug animals, 
horses, asse.?, or mules on sut-li nxilway. 

Overeroicding. 

8. A railway company shall not allow any railway 
truck, bopse-hox, or other vehicle usetl for carriing 
animals, horses, asses, or mules on the railway to be 
overcrowded so as to cause tmuecessary suffering to 
the anioials, horses, asses, or mules therein. 

Shorn Sheep. 

9. Between each first day of November and the 
next following thirtieth day of April (both days in- 
clusive) every railway truck or other luilway vehicle 
in which sheep shorn and unclothed are being carried 
shall be covert and inclosed so to protect the sheep 
from the weather, without obstruction to ventilation ; 
but this Article shall not ap[dy to sheep last shorn 
mure than sixty days before being so carried. 


Chapter 4. — Offences. 

10. If anything is done or omitted to be done in 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Part 
of this Oixler, the owner and the chatterer and the 
mjister of the vessel in which, and tlie owner and the 
lessee and the occupier of the [dace where animals are 
put on board of op landed from vessels at which, and 
the railway company cairying animals on or owning 
or working the railway on which j and also, in case of 
the overcrowding of a vessel in .any part or pen, or of 
a railway truck, hoi-se-box, or other vehicle on a rail- 
way, or of the cariying on a railway of shee^> shorn 
and unclotiied, the consignor of the animals in respect 
of which (as the case may be) the same is done or 
omitted, shall, each accoi-diiig to anti in resi>ect of his 
or their own acts or omis.sions, be deemed guilty of 
an offence against the Act of 1894. 


PART II. 

TRANSIT.— INSPECTION. 

Chapter 5. — Asihals for Esportatiok. 

Inspection at Port of Shipment.

(v.) All fitting.?, pens, hunlles, or ateneils used for 
or about animals shall, if not removed fn,(a 
the vessel, be scnqtcd, and then shall be thonmchlr 
washed or scrubbed or scoured with water and 
then shall have applied to thorn a coating of lime- 
wnsh.

14. All pai'tly consunioil or broken fodder that h;ia 
been supplied to, and all litter that has been used fur 
or about, animals cun'ied by sea, or on a canal, river, 
or inland navigition, .shall, when landed from the 
vessel, be forthwith well mixed with quicklime and be 
effectually rem(Oved from contact with animals. 

Moveable Oangioays and other Apparatus. 

16. — (1.) A moveable gangway, passage-way, cage, 
or other apparatus used or intended for the loading or 
unloading of animals on or from a vessel, or otherwise 
used in connection with the transit of animals by sea, 
or on a canal, river, or inland navigation, shall, so soon 
as practicable after boing so used, be cleansed as 
follows : — 

(1.) The apparatus shall be scraped and swept, and 
all dung, Utter, and other matter shall b« 
effectually removed therefrom ; then 

(ii.) The apparatus sliall be thoroughly washed or 
scrubbed or scoured witli water. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the appawtus, 
andall dung, Utter,andothermatterremovod therefrom, 
shall forthwith be well mixed with quicklime, aad be 
effectually removed from contact with animals.

Horee-Boxea. 

A horse-bn.x used for horses, asses, or 
mules on a railway shall, on every occasion after a 
horse, uss, or mule is taken out of it, and before any 
other horse, ass, or mule, or any animal is placed 
therein, be cleansed as follows : —

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the horse-box, 
and all dung, sawdust, fodder, litter, and other matter 
removed therefi-om slmll forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime. 

Bortt-Ji-ixes, Gtiatffn’ Vane, <£*c. 

A hoi-se-box or a guard’s van or other 
railway vehicle (iiut being a railway truck) if used 
for animals on a railway shall, on every occusiuii after 
aa animal U taken out of it, and before any other 
anim.'il. or any horse, n.sa, or mule is placed in it, be 
cleansed and ilisiufected ns follows : — 

(L) If the animal ao taken out w as accompanied by 
M declaration in writing of tbo owner or consiguee 
or his agent to tlie eitfect that it is intended for 
exhibition or otlier s|>ecial |>ur]>08e therein stated, 
and has not, Co the best of his knowledge and 
Ijelief, been cxpiosed to the infection of disease, 
the vehicle shall be cleansed as follows : —

ORDER OF 1895. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in

WE, the Lortls Jnstioe.s.Geneval and ftenei-al 
Governors of Ive-hiiul. by and with tlie adince and 
consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, 
by virtue and in exercise of the powers in Us vested 
under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and of every 
other ]wwrr enabling Us in this behalf, do order, 
and it is hereby orderetl as follows : — 

Kotice of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person having or having had in his 
possession or under his charge a head of cattle affected 
with or suspected of pleui-o-pnenmonia shall witli all 
practicable sjieed give notice of the fact of the bead of 
cattle being so affected or suspected to a constable of 
the police force for the police district wherein tlie 
head of cattle so atfected or suspected is or was. 

(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall forth- 
with give infomation thereof to 

(i.) Tlie Clerk of the Council, Veterinaiy Departs 
ment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 
(ii.) an Inspector of the Local Authority ; 

(iil) the Local Authority. 

Duty of Inspector to act immediately. 

(L) An Inspector of a Local Authority, on re- 
cei-ving an any manner whatsoever information of the 
supposed existence of pleui-o-j)neumoma, or haiin® 
reasonable ground to suspect the existence of pleura* 
pneumonia, shall proceed with ell practicable speed 
to the place where such disease, according to the 
information received by him exists, or is suspected 
to exist, and shall there and elsewhere put in force 
and discharge the powers and duties conferred and 
imposed on him as Inspector by or under the Act 
of 1894 and this Order. 


(2.) The Inspector shall forthwith report to the 
Clerk of the Council, Veterioai’y Department, Privy 
Council Office, Dublin Castle, the information re- 
ceived by him, and his proceedings thei'eon. 

Ho Movement into or out of Pleuro-Pneumonia 7n/eeffi

.1. Cattle shall not be moved into or out of an 
Infected Place except with a Movement Licence of 
an Inspector or Officer appointetl by the Lord 
Lieutenant, and such cattle shall not be moved 
except in accordance with the conditions contained in 
such Licence. 

Ke.moval of Dang or other Things. 

4. It shall not be lawful for any person to send 
or carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a rail- 
way, canal, river, or mlaud navigation, or in a coistuig 
vessel, or on a highway or thoroughfai-e, any dnng- 
fodder, or litter that lias been in an Infected PUce, 
or that has been in any place in contact ivith or used 
about a diseased or a suspected head of cattle, except 
with a Licence of an Inspector or Officer appointed 
by the Lord Lieutenant.

Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to be buried o.s soon aa possible in its 
skin in some proper ])lace at a depth of not 
less than six feet below the surface of the 
earth, and to be covered with a sufficiout quan- 
tit) of quicklime or other disinfectant ;

WE, the Lord.s Justices-Goneral nnd General Gover-

If the owner gives such a counter notice, then 
the question of the value of the animal shall hy virtue 
of this Article stand i-eten-ed to tlie ai-hitration of a 
single arbitrator, who shall make his award ready for 
delivery within seven days after ho is ajipointed, and 
the jirovisions of the Common Law Procedure Ameud- 
ment Act (Ireland^, 1SC6, shall aj>ply to the reference 
and arbitration. 

(iii.) An arhitmtur may be apjwinted by an agre<!- 
ment in writing signed hy an Inspector or Officer of 
the Privy Council and by the owner of the animal or 
his agent.

34. When an Inspector of a Local Authority finds

THE ANTHRAX (IRELAND) ORDER OF 
1895. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in Ireland. 

5. WALKER, C. 

We, the Lords Justices-General and Genernl Gover- 
nors of Ireland, by and witli the advice and conaentof 
Her jUajesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, by virtue and 
in exercise of the powers in Us vested under the Dis- 
eases of Animals Act, 1894, and of every other power 
enabling Us in this behalf, do order' and it is hereby 
ordered as follows 

Extension oj cn'tain Sections oj Diaeaets oi Animals 
Act, 1894. 

1- Horses, asses, and mules (as well as the animals 
specitied in the Act of 1894) shall be animals, and 
auibrax ithat is to say, the disease called or known as 
anthrax, splenic fever, or splenic apoplexy of animals) 
shall be a disease, for the purposes of the following 
sections of the Act of 1894 (namely) : — 

Section four so lor os regai'ds notice of disease ; 


acctiotis nineteen and twenty (slaughter and com- 
pensation) ; 

Sections twenty-two ami sixty-dve (Orders); 

Sections forty-three aud seveoty-tbur ([lowers of 
Police) ; 

Section forty-four (powers of Inspectors ); 

Section forty-live (detentioo of vessels ) ; 

Section forty-six (carcases washed ashore) : 
and of all other sections of the said Act containing pro- 
risioiis relative to or consequent on the [iroWsions of 
those sections, including such sections as provide for 
oiTeuces and procedure. 

Fotiee of Disease. 

2. — (1.) Every person having or having liad in his 
possession or under his charge an animal affected with 
or suspected of anthrax shall, with all practicable speed, 
give notice of the fact of the animal being so atlect.'d 
or suspected to a constable of the police force for the 
police district wherein the animal so atfccted or sus- 
pected is or was. 
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{?.) The eonstflble shall forthwith gite mformation 
of the receipt by liim of tiie notice to an Inspector of 
the Local Authority ami to the Loonl Authority. 

(3.) The Inspector ol the Local Authority shall 
forthwith give intormation ofthc receipt by him of the 
notice to the Medical Officer of Health of the Sanitary 
District in which the nffccted or suspected animal is 
or was. 

Duty of ItMyvtor hi tuf imtieiUntehj. 

3. An Inspector of a Local Authority on receiving 
in any manner whatsoever information of the supposed 
existence of ancitrax, or having reasonable ground to 
suspect the existence of aiitliiux. sliall proceed with al! 
practicable speed to the place whore such disease, ac- 
cording to the information received by him, exists, or 
is suspected to exist, and shall there and elsewhere put 
in force and disuharge the powers and duties con* 
ferred and imposed on him as Inspector by or under 
the Act of l!)94 and this Order. 

Vnhlic Warning as to Exist>‘ncr. of Disease. 

■4. — (1.) The Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, give public warning by placards, advertisement, cr 
uilicrwiao, of the existence of antiimx in any shed, 
stable, building, fii-ld, or other place, with or witl.oiit 
any panicular description thereof, os tiiey think fit, 
and may continue to do so during the existence of the 
disease, und, in ca.-^ of a shed, stable, building, or otht r 
like place, until the same luis been cleansed and dU> 
infected in accordance witti this Order. 

(3.) It sliall not be lawTul for any person without 
authority or excuse to remove or deface any such 
placard. 

Milk of Diseased or Siisjieeled Cow not to be 
Demoted. 

5. M’bere anthrax exists or has existed in any slied, 
stable, building, or oilier place it shall not be lawful 
to remove from such shed, stable. Imilding. or other 
place the milk of any cow which is atfected with or 
suspected of anthrax. 

Removal if Dung or other Things 

6. It shall not be lawful for any person to send or 
carry, or cause to be sent or carried, on a railtvay, 
canol. river, or inlaml navigation, or in a coasting 
vessel, o* on a highw.ay or thoroughfare, any dung, 
fodder, or Utter that has been in any place in conlnct 
with or used about n diseased nr suspected animal, 
except with a Licence of tlie Local Auilioriiy for the 
District in which such place is situate, on a ccrtiilcute 
of an Inspector of the Local Authority certifying that 
till! thing moved has been, so fur as practicable, dis- 
infected. 

Disjiosal of Carcases. 

7 —(1.1 Tlic carrai*e of an animnl which at the time 
ul its death was ufilcted with or suspei-led of iimlinix 
shall be disposed of by the Local Authority ns fol- 
lows : — 

(i.) Either tlie Local Aullioriiy shall cause t>ie car- 
case to be buried ns soon as possible in its skin in 
some convciiiein or suitable piece removed from 
any dwelHng-liotise and at such a distance from 
any well or watereonr.«e #.« will preclude any risk 
of tie contamination of the water therein, and at 
a depth of not than six feet below the surface 
of the earth, having a layer of litnc no; less tiuui 
one foot deep beneath, and a similar layer of lime 
above,'the carense ; 

(ii.) Or the Laciil Authority may, if authorized 
by Licence of the Lord LiciUennnt, cause the 
carcase to be destro}eJ, under the inspection of 

the Local Authority, in the mode following : 

The carcase shall be disinfecled, and shall tile'll be 
taken, in cbni^e of an officer of the Local Amlio- 
rity, to a horse slaughterer’s or knacker's yard 
npproved for the purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, 
or other pUce so approved, and shall be there de- 
stroyed by exposure to a high temperature or by 
chemical agents. 


(2.) "With tlie view to the execution of the foregoioi 
provisions of this Article the Local Authority ma» 
make such regulations as they think fit for prohibiting 
or regulating the removal of carcases, or for securing 
the burial or dcstniciiou of tlie same. ^ 

(3.) Before a carcase is removed for burial or de- 
struction under this Article, it shall be covered with 
quicklime. In no case shall the akin of the carcase be 
cut nor shall anything be done to cause the effusion of 
blood. 

(-1.) A Local Authority may cause or allow a car. 
ease to be taken into the District of another Local 
Authority to be buried or destroyed with the previooi 
consent of that Local Authority, but not otherwise, 

Digging up. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any person except with 
the Licence of the Lord Lieutenant, to dig up, or 
cause to he dug up, the carcase of any animal ilint 
has been buried.

9. — (1.) The Local Authority shall at their own 
expense cause to be cleansed and disinfected in the

(a.) all those parts of any shed, stable, building, or 
other place in which a diseased or suspected 
animal has been kept or has died or been 
shuiglitered ; 

(6.) every utensil, pen, hurdle, or other thing used 
tor or about any diseased or suspected animal ;

(3.) The mode of the clennsing and disinfection of

(A.) any animal being or having been in the same 
field, shed, or other place or in the same herd or 
fiock or otherwise in contact with animals affected 
with anthrax, or being or having been in the 
opinion of the Locid .Authority in any tvay ex- 
posed to (he infection of anthrax.

(A) Provided, that if the owner of the animal gives 
notice in writing to the Locad Authority, or their In- 
spector or other Officer that be objects to die animal 
being slaughtered, it shall not be lawful for the Local 
Antboriiy to cause that animal to be slaughtered except 
With the further special authority of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant first obtained. 


of Valui for Compensation in Ireland. 

13. Where in Ireland an animal is slaughtered on 
account of atiihrax by order of a Local Authority under 
the provisions of this Order, the value of the animal 
for compensation shall be osrertained os follows 

(i.l If within fourteen days after the receipt of notice 
in writing from the Local Aothority of the valuation 
of the animal the nwnvr of the animal or bis agent d<7es 
not give a ciunter-notice in writing stating in effect 
that he di^putM (lie valuation made on behalf of the 
Local .Authority the compensation shall be paid unthat 
valuation. 

(ii.) If the owner or his naent gives such a counter- 
notice, then the question of Uie value of the animal 
shall by virtue of this Order stand referred to the 
arbitration of a single arbitrator, who shall make his 
award ready for delivery within seven days after be is 
appoinicd, and tlie provisions of the Common Law 
Procedure Amendment Act (Ireland), 1856, shall apply 
to the reference iiiid arbitration.

power enabling Us in this behalf, do order, and it b 
hereby ordered as follows : — 

Landing of Animals frwn tlie Isle of. 

1. Unless and until Hei- Majesty’s Privy Couucil ia 
Ireland otherwise order, it shall not be lawful to ioi- 
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tiori into, or land io Ireland, any animal or animala 
from the Isle of Man, except with the consent of the 
Ijord Licntenont, and subject to such conditions as 
mar be prescribed in any such consent. 

Jnierpreialion. 

2. In tins Order “ Animals ” moans cattle, sheep, 
and goats, and all other iiimiuating animals, and 
taioe. 

3. This Order shall come into opemtion on the 1st 
dar of Februaiy, one tliousand eight hundred and 
niDptr-seren.

Landuig of Animals from, the Cltnntul Islands. 

1. Unless and until Her Majesty’s Privy Council 
in Ireland otherwise oniei*, it slmll not be lawful to 
im|)oi-t into, or land iu Ireland, any aQim.sl or animals 
from the Channel Islamls, except with the consent of 
the Lord Lieuteu.'mt, am] subjeci to such conditions 
as may be prescribed in any such consent 

Interpretation. 

2. In this Order Animals ” means cattle, aheep, 

and goats, aud all otber ruminating animals, and 
swine. ' 

Commencement. 

3. This Order shall come into operation on the 1st 
day of February, one thoasond eight hundred and 
ninety -seven.

THE RABIES (IRELAND) ORDER OF 1397. 

By the Lords Justices and Privy Council in 
Ireland.

W E, the I^rda .Tustices-Genenil and Gener.sl (jovernors 
of Ireland. I>y .and with the :ulvice and consent ofHer 
M«je.sty‘» Pri^y Council in Irelnn<l, by virtue and in 
rxerciiic of the powers in 'us ve.atetl uniler the Diseases 
of Animals .-tets, 1894 and 1896, and of erery other 
power eimbiiog us in this huhnlf, do order, and it is 
hereby ordered as follows ; — 

Xotict of Disease. 

1. — (1.) Every person having or ha%nng had in his 
possession or under his cliaige an animal iitfected with 
or suspected of mbits slmll with all practicable speed 
give notice of the fact of the animal being so affected 
or suspected to a constable of the police force for the 
p<->1icc district wherein the animal so all'ected or sus> 
peeled U or was, 

(2.) The constable receiving such notice shall forth- 
with give infovmation of the receipt by liim of the 
notice to 

(i.) The Clerk of the Council, V'etcrinury Depart- 
ment,' Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

(iL) An Inspector of the Local Authority ; 

(iiL) The Local Authority. 

Duty Inspector to act iwnM«dj«/c7y. 

3. An lnsi»ecior of a Looul Authority on receiving 
in any mauner whatsoever information of the supposed 
existence of i-abies, or having reasonable ground to 
8us|«ct the e.xistence of rabies, shall proceed with 
nil practicable i^peed to tlie place where sucli disease, 
according lu (he iofomiatiou rcceired by iiim, exists, 
or is suspected to exist, and .shnll there nnd elsewhere 
put in force and discharge the powers and duties con- 
ferred an<l iiu)>osed on him as Inspector by or under 
the Act of 1894 and this Oi-Uer. 

Fullic Warning as to Existence 0 / Diseats. 

3. — (1.) The Local Authority may, if they think 
fit, give public waining by placards, advertisement, or 
otherwise, of the existence of rabies in any shed, 'Stable 
building, kennel, field, or other place, with or without 
any particular description tliereof, as they think fit, 
and may continue to do so during the existence of the 
disease, and m case uf ashed, stable, building, icennel 
or other like place, until the same has been cleansed 
and disinfect^. 

(2.) It slioU not be lawful for any person (without 
authority or excuse) to remove or riefare anv such 
placard. 

Cotepwlsory Sluiiphler of Dogs. 

4. The Local Authority shall cause to he slaughtered 
every dog within their District which is diseased or 
sus(>ected or which has l>een bitten by a diseased or 
suspected dog. 

Oicners to give faeiliiies for Slauohler. 

5. — (1.) Where the power of causing any dog co oe 
slaughter^ under this Order is exercised by a Local 
Authority, the owner and person in charge of audi 
dog shall give all reasonable fiieilities for that pur- 
pose. 

^2.) .Any ^lei-son failing to comply with the pro- 
rinona of this Article shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1394. 
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Slaughter n/ Diseased Animals (other than Dogs). 

6. — (1.) A Local Authority may. if they think tit, 
cause to Iw slaughteml any diseased animal (other 
than a dog) within their District. 

(2.) Provided, that if the owner of auy animal 
(other than a dog) proposed to be slawghteretl under 
this Article gives notice ia writing to the Local 
Authority, or their In.s]>ector or other Officer, tiiat he 
object to the animal Ijeing slaughtered, it shall not 
he lawful for the Local Authority to cause that uiiimal 
to be slaughtered e.\.ce|it with the further special 
authoi-ity of the Lord Lieutenant first obtauied. 

Slaughter of SusjHcted Animals teoxlitding Dogs) loith 
Coini)e}iS'Mion. 

7. — (1.) A Local Authority may, if they think fit, 
cause to be slaughtered any su.spectuil animal (other 
than a dog), and shall, out of Union Funds, pay as 
compensation for every animal .slaughtered under this 
Article the value of the animal immediately before it 
was slauglitercd. 

(2.) Pro-rifled, that if the owner of any animiil pro- 
posed to be slaughtered under this Article gives 
notice in writing to the Txical Authority, or their 
Inspector or other Officer, that he objects to the 
animal being slaughtered, it shall notbe hiwful for tho 
Local Authority to cause that animal tolMsIaugliterf-d 
except with the further special authority of the Lord 
Lieutenant first obtained. 

Regulations of Local Authority ns to Slaughter. 

8. A IjOcal Authority may make such Regulations 
as they think fit for the purposes of the execution of 
the pmvisions of the two last preceding Articles of 
this Order ; Pro'’ided that the power to make Regu- 
lations uiuler this Article shall be exercised only by 
the Local Authority or their Executive Committee 
and shall not he depui«d to airy other Conunittee or 
Sub-Committee. 

Post-Mortem Ei-amination. 

9. — (1.) Where an animal has died of, or has been 
slaughtered on account of, rabies or disease supposed 
to be rabies, the Looiil Authority may, previous to 
the dispos.al of the carcase, cause a post-mortem 
examinatioa to be made thereof. The post-mortem 
examination shall be conducted by a Veterinary 
Tn-spector or Veterinary .Surgeon specially appointed 
in tliat behalf, who shall forthwith report to the Local 
Authority and to the Clerk of the Council, Veterinary 
Dej-^rtment, Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle, in 
such form as may be re«^uu'ed, the result of suchex- 
amiimtion. 

(2.) The owner and the person in charge of any 
such carcase shall give all reasonable facilities for the 
purpo-ses mentioned in paragraph (1.) of this Article, 
and any person failing to give such facilities shall be 
deemed guilty of an offence against tlie Act of 1894. 

Dogs deemed to be Exposed to Infection. 

10. Every dog shall for the purposes of this Order 
be deemed to have been exposed to the infection of 
rabies wliich bus been in the s.ime shed, stable, build- 
ing, kennel, field, or other place, or otherwise in con- 
tact with any diseased or suspected dog, or which haa 
in any other way been exposed to the infection of 
rabies. 

Local Authority to Secure Isolation of Dogs Exposed 
to Infection. 

11. The I/)cal .Authority shall secure the isolation 
of dogs -which have been exposed to the infection of 
rabies by causing Notices under the next folio-wing 
Article to be served with all practicable speed on the 
owner or person in charge of every such dog within 
their District and by taking all necessary steps to 
enforce compliance with every Notice served under 
such Article. 


Isolation of Animals, 

12. -(l). An Inspector of the Local Authoritr « 

an Inspector or other Officer ajipointed by or dVi 
authorized by the Loi-d Lieutenant, may se^v,. { 
Notice ill writing (in the Form A set forth in tl» 
First Schetiule to this Order or to the likeetlect) on tb 
owner or person in cliarge of any dog or other animal 
requiring the saiVie to be kept in a kennel, sW 
building, or other suitable place, and after thewTvi,* 
of such Notice it .-iliall not be lawful for any per.-on 
until .such Notice be withdrawn by a fui-thei- 
in writing (in tlie Form B set forth in the Pi-s-t 
Schwiide to this Order or to the like effect) siguvl hy 
an Inspector or other Officer appointed hy or duly 
authorized by the Lord Lieutenant — 

(a.) to move from or out of such kennel, siipr|, 
building, or other place as aforesaid aur do., 
other animal that may be therain ; or 
(i.) to move any dog or other auimal iuto sneh 
kennel, shed, building, or other place as afoi-esiiJ- 
or 

(c.) to permit any dog or other animal to come in 
contact with any aTiimal to wliich the Notice 
applies. 

(2.) Tlie Inspector or other Officer -affio has given 
a Notice muter this Article shall with all practicable 
speed send copies thereof to 

(i.) Tlie Clerk of the Council, Veterinary Depart- 
ment. Privy Council Office, Dublin Castle ; 

(ii) Tlie Local Anthority j 
(iii.) The Police Officer in charge of die nearest 
police station of the district. 

Seizure, Detention, and Disposal of Stray Dogs. 

13. — (1.) The Locjil Authority shall cause all stray 
dogs found within their District to lie seized, audsuch 
dogs so seized shall be dealt with as follows : 

(i.) If the dog is disea.sed or suspected or lins hceu 
bitten by a diseased or suspected dog it shiiU t« 
fortlnvith slaughtered. 

(ii.) If the dog has been exposed to the infectioa 
of rabies it sliall be detained, slaughtered, or 
otherwise dealt with as the Local Authority think 
expedient, but so that the dog shall not. while 
detained, )>e allowed to come in contact with any 
other auiuuil. 

(iii.) Ill an}’ otlier cs.se tlie dog shall be detained 
ia some prosier place and lie there kept for such 
licriod as the Local Authority think expedient; 
Provided that where the person having dmrge 
of or the owner of a dog so detained is known, 
the Local Authority shall cause notice to be 
forthwith given to such peraon or owner of the 
fact of the dog having been so seized <uid de- 
tained, and the dog shall, -without pi-ej’idice to 
the recovery of nuy penalty for the infringement 
of this Order, be given up to such person or 
owner on payment of the reasonable expenses 
incurred in respect of such detention. If tie 
dog so seized and detained has not been claimed 
by such }>ei-son or owner within three days after 
tie seizui-e, or, whei-e such person or owner is 
known, within two days after toe aforesaid notice 
has been given, the Local Authority may cause 
the dog to be ^aiightered or otherwiso disposed 
of in such maimer as the Local Authoiity deem 
expedient. 

Disposed of Carcases. 

14. — (I.) The carcase of an animal which at the 
time of its death was affected with or suspected of 
rabies shall be disposed of by the LoceiI Autiiority as 
follows : 

(i.) Either the Local Authority shall cause the 
carcase to be buried as soon as possible in its 
skin in some proper place at a depth of not less 
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tlian six feet below the surface of the earth. nnJ 
tn Iw* corei'eil " itli n svitticieiit ijujintity of >{uick- 
liiiie or other disiiifedant ; 

(ii.J ‘-^r Ihe Local Aiitlioi-ity may, if nuthorizeil ly 
Liiviiit of the Liutl Lk-iiteiiunt, cmtae the car- 
cfiH- to be ilestroyeil, under the insjaxtinn of the 
L-nil Antlioiity, in the mo«le fullowiu;^: The 
carcase shall be dlsiiifertetl. ami sliall then bo

Sir, — I am directefl by tbe Lord Lieutenant to 
ask again tlie attention of the L<ocal Authority to the 
arrangements deKcribecI in my Circular letter of 18th 
June, 1896, for experimental investigations into sus- 
pected coses of Rubies. 

Since the 1st July last-, the date on which the ex- 
isting Rabies and Muzzling of Dogs Orders in Council 
came into force, there hus been u marked decrease in 
the number of reported outbi-caks of the disease as 
compared with the prece<ling half-year. 

The figures are o-s follows 

Cases. 

Half-year ended 31st December, 1897, . 101 

Half-year ended 30lh June, 1897, . . 335 

The continued strict enforcement of the existing 
Regui.-itions will, it is ho|>ed, result at uo very distant 
date in the eradWtiou of Babies from Ireland. In 
the meantime it is very important that every avail- 
able means should lie taken for the verification of the 
disease in oil suspected cases ; and I am accordingly 
to suggest that the Local Authority should at once 
instruct their Inspector to despatch in each case at

has died or been slaughtered. When the Ins]>ector, 
after jiost-mortein exatuiniition and inquiry into the 
history of a case, has any hesitation in expressing a 
definite opinion as to the disease, it is very desirable, 
whether a Iniman being has been bitten or not, that 
an experimental iu\*estigatiou should take place. 

For the purjicse of this investigation it is not 
necessary that the entire carcase should be sent. The 
head of the animal should be packeil in a tin box, 
and immersed in cheap glvcerine, the box being 
securely fastened to prevent leakage. 

It is essential for the purpose of identification 
that the address label on the box should state the 
name and address of the sender, the place and Poor 
Law Union from which sent, and the name and 
address of the owner of the animal, if known.

The spread of the disease is, no doubt, to a con- 
siderable extent due to the presence of affected aheep 
at markets and faire ; and I am to suggest tiiat the 
Local Authoi'ity, if they have not already done m, 
should give definite instructions to their Inspector 
to visit the principal fuii-s and markets in the 
Union for the pui-j>ose of examining tho sh«p ex- 
posed therein.

SWINE LAIRS. 


Sir, — With reference to the efforts that arc being 
made for the eradication of Swine Fever in Ireland, f 
am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state, for tlie 
iofonnation of the Local Authority, that therc is reason 
to fear that this disease, which is of a highly con- 
tagious and infectious nature, lias often been spread 
through the medium of Lairs in towns in which Swine 
belonging to different owners are fi-om. time to time 
rested. 

If any of the Swine occupying a Lair happen to be 
infected with Swine Fever, where tiie premises are 
not kept in a proper sanitary condition, and are not 
r^ularly cleansed and disinfected, the infection will 
cling to tbe Lair for a considerable time, and the dis- 
6ase will thus be conveyed to Swine rested afterwards 
from day to day in the same premises. 

It ia desirable, therefore, in the interests of Swuce 
owneni generally, that the condition of Swine Loirs 
should receive constant attention, with a view of 
guarding as far as practicable against tlie extension 
of a disease from the ravages of which so much loss 
has, in the post, resulted. 

His Excellency accordingly desires me to express a 
hope that the Local Aathority will make inquiry in 
order to ascertain what places in their District are 
commonly used as Lairs for Swine, and will cause all 
sneh Lein to be placed under tbe supenision of thrir 
officers with a view — 

(a.) Of requiring the premises to be put in a proper 
sanitary condition in any instance in -which they 
uiay be found on inspection not to b: in such a 
state at present : and

The same parts of such lair shall be tho- 
roughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with

(iit.) Tbe same pai-ts of such lair sball have 
applied to them a coating of limewash, or be 
disinfected with some other suitable disin- 
fectant to be approved by the Local Autho- 
rity. 

(iv.) The scrapings and sweepings of such lair, and 
all dung, sawdust, litter, and all other mat- 
ter removed therefrom, shall forthwith be well 
mixed with quicklime, and be effectually re- 
moved fom contact with animals.
